WORKERS NEEDED 


America must find and train five 
million workers to meet her pro- 
duction goals by the end of 1943, 
Mr. Paul McNutt, Chairman of the 
U.S. Man-Power Commission, told 
the Chamber of Commerce. “' Fortu- 
nately, there have been some: un- 
expected, but very welcome, gains 
in production efficiency,’’ he added. 
“These have helped to alleviate 
the man-power shortage.” 

Amon these gains were 
thousands of suggestions on how to 
speed up and improve production 
sent in by workers themselves. 
New manufacturing processes save 
materials, with a corresponding 
elimination of wasted man-power all 
along the line. 

‘In the past year our munitions 
production showed a greater percen- 
tage increase than munitions employ- 
ment. In other words, each ce IE 
man and plant is turning out more. 

“ This country has been wasteful 
of its man-power. We cannot afford 
that luxury to-day. We must taxe 
up the slack,” said Mr. McNutt. 

‘‘Some employers are still hoard- 
ing man-power, some stil] pirating 
workers away from other employers, 
and thousands shift from job to job. 
The President's ‘hold the line’ 
executive order of April 8 and sub- 
sequent regulations have already 
largely checked this turnover, and 
there is every indication that Ameri- 
cans not merely want to obey the 
law, but are committed to ‘ holding 
the line.’ ’’—(Reuter.)
